The House Naval Affairs Committee 
today asked the House. in the midst 
of debate on a record-breaking 
$966,772,878 navy appropriations bill, 
to authorize a further 10 per cent 
increase in the size of the U. 5. 
fleet. 

In urging the 10 per cent boost— 
15 per cent less than originally 
sought by the navy—the committee 
estimated the cost of the program 
at $654,902,270 and said the expendi- 
ture was necessary to meet “war 
dangers.” 

The new measure bore the name 
of Chairman Carl Vinson, D., Va. 
who sponsored the 20 per cent nava! 
expansion act adopted in 1938. No 
funds are provided in the bill, 
which would authorize 21 new war- 
ships totaling 400,000 tons. 

The measure also would permit 
‘construction of 22 naval auxiliary 
} vessels, and an increase in the 
navy’s minimum air strength from 
3,000 fighting planes to 4,500. 

Declaring that “the unthinkable 
today is an accomplished fact 
morrow” in international relations, 
the committee urged that the pro- 
gram be started within the next two 

Ordinarily that would mean that 
a supplemental appropriation bill 
for part of the necessary funds 
would have to be adopted by Con- 
gress at this session. The measure 
under debate carries regular funds 
for the navy during the fiscal year 
1941.

Not only have the French au- 
thorities persecuted the refugees 
already in France, but Daladier’s 
Navy has been seizing refugees 
bound for the United States and 
bas in.erned them in French con- 
centration camps. 

The “Chronicles of the Contem- 
porary Jewish Record for January- 
February, 1940, record the facts 
that “Commanders of French war- 
ships, however, continued to remove 
German refugees from neutral ships 
bound for the U. S. for interment 


in enemy-alien camps. Eight were 
removed from the Italian liner Sa- 
turnia by a French submarine com- 
mander, it was learned Dec. 22.” ,

refugee problem was ene of the 
foremost war aims of the Allies“ 
(N. Y. Times, Jan. 8) French war- 
ships are kidnaping German ref- 
ugees on the high seas in order to 
throw them into concentration 
camps! 

The “friendship” of the Allies to 
the Jewish people is most nakedly 
revealed in their attitude to relief 
for the Jews and the civilian pop- 
ulation in Nazi Poland. 4 

Recently the Morning Freiheit“ 
received from Europe from the Con- 
fidential Day Book of the World 
Jewish Congress, an international 
body of which the American Jewish 
Congress is a part The Day Book 
records the details of an interview 
between Dr. Goldman, representing 
the World Jewish Congress and a 
Mr. Nicholson, representing the 
American Red Cross. Dr. Goldman 
and Mr. Nicholson were discussing 
possibilities of bringing relief in the 
form of food, medical care and 
clothing to the Jews and other civ- 
ilians in the Nazi-occunvied territory 
in Poland. The Confidential Day 
EBook records the following signifi- 
cant information about the inter- 
view: 

“In this connection Mr. Nicholson 
(of the American Red Cross) told 


concrete help Americans wished to 
provide for Poland. He answered 
that the Americans wished to con- 
tribute money for the aid of the 
Civilian population ; 

“He figures on an eventual sum 
of 25 million dollars. The Allies“ 
representative thereupon asserted 
that the Allies would not permit re- 
lief activity on such a scale. It is 
the purpose of the Allies to strangle 
Germany economically and as soon 
as possible. This involved making it 
Clearer to the Germans that the 
conquest of Poland would bring 
them no profit but rather a new 
burden, namely the feeding of Po- 
land.” 

And in order to pursue its impe- 
rialist aims in the war the Allies 


holding food and clothing from the 
poverty-stricken Jewish masses. Still 
the Allied representatives tell us 
that they are fighting for Jewish 
rights, that they are conducting a 
war racism and fascism. 

Events prove, however, that the 
Allies, rather than stopping anti- 
Semitism are promoting anti-Semit- 
ism in their home countries and are 
adding to the misery and difficulties 
of the Jewish refugees.

‘Panama Protest 
on ‘Safety Zone’ 


BERLIN, Feb 14 (UP).— Ger- 
many today formally rejected as 
“without grounds” the protest of 
the American Republics against 
violation of the American no-hos- 
tilities zone by belligerent war- 
ships.

Nazis Reps

BERLIN, Feb. 14 (UP) —The of- 
ficial German news agency said 
that with the exception of limited 
artillery fire in the usual sectors 
the day passed without particular 
events on the Western Front. 

“German patrols east of the Mo- 
selle,” it said, “met a strong enemy 
resistance but nevertheless was able 
to carry out their projects. Air ac- 
tivity was somewhat livelier on 
both sides.” 


PARIS, Feb. 14 (UP).—A Ger-

„Herbert Hoover’s name doesn't smell so 
good to the American farmer tilling the soil. 
They remember from way back when Hoo- 
ver's administration was handing $85,000,-

turning a deaf ear to the mortgage-loaded 
farmers. 

Hoover spoke yesterday to the American 
farmer. The Hero of Anacostia Flats (where 
the vets got their children bayoneted and 
gassed) knows that the Roosevelt slashes in 
farm relief have aroused the farmer’s anger. 
Hoover wants to cash in on that anger with 
his own farm program. What is this pro-

Says the Wall Street Journal: Former 
President Hoover in an interview told the na- 
tion to get set for a farm boom in agricul- 
‘tural production as a result of the war in Eu- 
rope.” (Feb. 13.) 

So that’s it! Hoover wants to stake the 
future of the American farmer on the blood- 
Boaked battlefields of Europe, with Ameri- 
ran blood including thousands of farmers’ 
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sons spilling blood to make — Not only 
is this a murderously cynical scheme to solve 
the problem of “surplus” food amid Ameri- 
can starvation; it is a vain and empty delu- 
sion even as far as sheer economics is con- 
cerned. The farmers’ sons will do the dying, 
while the grain speculators and banks will 
reap the profits. Even at this moment, the 
war is bringing disaster to wide sections of 
the farmer population (tobacco, dairy, cot- 
ton, meat, hogs, etc.). 

The trade unions and the farmer have a 
common goal—economic security. The Amer- 
ican farmer wants none of this war bait. 
Recent delegations to Washington, the ac- 
tions of Oklahoma farm tenants reported 
yesterday, and similar actions, indicate that 
the American farmer wants relief from the 
sheriff, from monopoly prices, and from the 
Wall Street banker usurers. He is boiling 
mad at the Roosevelt betrayal of the farm 
program; he gets nothing but treachery 
from both capitalist parties. He will be even 
madder at the trick to stake his future on 
war, more war and 4 more war. 


Mexican Lelie 
Sounds A Warning 


The labor movement of Mexico has just 
issued an analysis of the war in Europe 
which is certain to hélp the people of the en- 
tire Western Hemisphere as they attempt 
to break through the fog of imperialist 
propaganda. 

By unanimous vote, the National Coun- 
cil of the Mexican Confederation of Labor 
(CTM) declares of the war that “it is a 
struggle, more clearly defined every day, of 
the economic and political forces of the na- 
tions of western Europe against the Soviet 
Union.” 

Charging that Yankee American impe- 
rialism is attempting to draw the Americas 
into the war, the CTM further declares that 
it “is necessary to keep the war outside of 
the frontiers of our country and away from 
the American continent, regardless of the 
possible extension of the European confla- 
gration.” 

As part of the struggle against the de- 
signs of Wall Street imperialism in the 
Americas, the CTM struck out in another 
resolution against the “traitorous leaders of 
the American Federation of Labor” for try- 
ing to incite United States intervention in 
Mexico. 

This should sound the alarm to the entire 
labor movement here in the United States 
to carry on the struggle against the Execu- 
tive Council and all other Wall Street agents 
now working behind the scenes for interven- 
tion in Mexico as part of the general war 
plans of American imperialism. 


Women of Sweden 


Are Afraid 


© At almost the same moment when the 
American Youth Congress issued its stirring 
call to halt the war now, organizations repre- 
senting 500,000 women in Sweden launched 
a similar campaign to end the conflict. 

Women and youth—these are the two 
sections of the people which are hardest hit 
by imperialist war and have always been par- 
ticularly sensitive to the war clouds ahead. 
It was back in 1908, that International Wo- 
men’s Day—March 8—was launched by the 
women as a day to fight for peace. 

The women of Sweden have special cause 
to want to see the present war ended before 
its flames leap across more borders. They are 
well aware that the intrigues of London and 
Paris and the Mannerheim war loans pro- 
posed by Roosevelt, threaten to make the 
Scandinavian countries the next theatre of 
war. They foresee their husbands and sons 
being slain and their homes burned to the 
ground as the imperialist war makers, pre- 
tending to be concerned with Scandinavian 
“independence,” turn those countries into a 
gigantic No Man’s Land. 


Shakes 
In the Land of Socialism 


„ If William Shakespeare were to come to 
life today and start looking for the civilized 
and cultured nations where his immortal 
masterpieces are most frequently performed, 
he would have to take a boat to the Soviet 
Union. 

News reports from the USSR, printed in 
yesterday’s Daily Worker, tell of the eager, 
thriving activity of the Soviet theatre which 
has given Shakespeare’s masterpieces in 212 
of the 800 theatres throughout the country. 
Not only are these performed along with the 
world masterpieces of French and German 
literature (Moliere, Balzac, Schiller, etc.), 
but for 1940 there will be 63 new produc- 
tions of Shakespeare added to the present 
immense repertory. 

It is a safe guess that the entire Shake- 
speare production in the entire English 
speaking world does not even equal one-half 
of this Soviet tribute to Shakespeare. The 
Soviet masses, along with their rising living 
standards and complete absence of exploita- 
tion, are able to get more Shakespeare than 
has ever been possible in capitalist countries 
where the vast majority never get a chance 
to see any kind of play, let alone Shake- 
speare. ; 

What conceivable interest could a Stock 
Broker’s civilization have in making Shake- 
speare available to the workers and farmers 
of America?

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WHAT WILL THE DEPT. OF 
JUSTICE DO ABOUT THIS? 


„ Two days after the highest tribunal of 
the land hands down a decision upholding 
Negro rights and outlawing third-degree 
“confessions,” the lynch reactionaries on the 
Maryland Eastern Shore uncork a reign of 
terror to nullify every word of the decision. 

A 82-year-old Negro woman and her 14- 
year-old daughter were brutally and unlaw- 
fully thrown into jail in order to torture “in- 
formation” out of them against their hus- 
band and father. There were no charges 
against them. A lynch mob brandishing a 
noose, tenderly treated by the sheriff and 
encouraged by the authorities’ own violation 
of constitutional rights, kidnaps the women 
from the jail and rides them out to beat a 
“confession” out of them. Simultaneously, 
other Negroes are “spirited away from jails 
to “prevent lynchings.” 

As we go to press, the lynch = is 
searching for the husband and father of the 
women, Dave Collick, on charges of “rape 
and murder.” The facts of the alleged crime 
are suspiciously unclear, but it is charged 
that a Negro entered the home of one Har- 
vey Pilchard (probably a landlord) and “de- 
manded money” and getting none, killed Pil- 
chard and allegedly attacked his wife. 

The Maryland Eastern Shore, only a 
stone’s throw from the nation’s capital, has 
been the scene of many lynchings and brutal 
terror against the Negro people. It is a farm 
area where the landlords keep the poor in 
near peonage. A big landlord of the state is 
Democratic Sen. Millard Tydings, a former 
anti-New Dealer, with whom President 
Roosevelt is now making peace. Recently the 


poor farmers—Negro and white—have taken 
to trade unionism, and the Negro people 
achieved a major victory against jim-crow 
wage conditions in the public schools. 

This developing progressive unity and the 
fight for the anti-lynching bill undoubtedly 
account for the fact that Gov. O’Conor felt 
compelled to send state troopers to “avoid a 
lynching.” But these Negroes are not safe— 
neither are their people—in the face of the 
open encouragement given by the state 
troopers to the lynchers. The sergeant white- 
washes the kidnaping, the violations of con- 
stitutional rights, and says the lynch mob 
only wanted “information” from the women 
for whom a noose had been prepared. It will 
be just too bad for Collick when the mob 
finds him, says the sergeant cynically. This 
is the talk of a lyncher not a “protector.” 

Already the landlords and capitalists in 
the South are initiating the race riots and 
lynch terror against the Negro people which 
were heightened by the last world war hys- 
teria. As we pointed out yesterday the only 
way in which the democratic liberties. upheld 
Monday by the Supreme Court will be en- 
forced, is through the strength of labor and 
the people, and through demanding that the 
Supreme Court outlaw the unconstitutional 
poll tax. 

Meanwhile, protests should be sent to 
Gov. Herbert O’Conor at Annapolis, Md., and 
the fight for the passage of the anti-lynching 
bill in the Senate should be pressed with 
emergency vigor. What will the Federal De- 
partment of Justice do about this brazen vio- 
lation of the 14th Amendment?
